e Admission gates (1,3, 10 and 17) will open for Kentucky Oaks Day (Friday), & Kentucky Derby Day (Saturday) at 8 a.m. 
(all times EDT). First post on both days is set for 10:30 a.m. 
e Gate 3 is reserved for General Admission patrons only. All other ticketholders must enter Gate 1, 10, or 17. 
e Patrons are subject to magnetic wand scans before entry to the track on both days. Oaks and Derby patrons are 
advised to arrive early to accommodate admission policies. 
e Prohibited items and items deemed inappropriate for entry into the grounds are the responsibility of the ticketholder 
and cannot be accepted or checked by Churchill Downs. We urge patrons to secure such items in their vehicles or 
discard them. Churchill Downs and its security partners will not store prohibited/excluded items for patrons. 


e There is no patron re-entry after exiting the facility. Patrons are not permitted to leave Churchill Downs and 
return on the same ticket. Re-admittance to the track will be permitted only in the case of emergency.

* LAPTOP COMPUTERS and CAMCORDERS 

e CAMERAS WITH DETACHABLE LENSES OR EQUIPPED WITH A LENS THAT IS 6” OR LARGER 
¢ TRIPODS 

e SELFIE STICKS 

* DRONES and REMOTE-CONTROLLED AIRCRAFT 

e HOVERBOARDS (added for 2016 Oaks and Derby) 

e PURSES LARGER THAN 12” IN ANY DIMENSION 

e GRILLS 

e ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES 

e ILLEGAL SUBSTANCES 

e THERMOSES 

e BACKPACKS 

e LUGGAGE (includes briefcases) 

e DUFFEL BAGS 

* WAGONS 

e UMBRELLAS

e BOX LUNCHES in clear plastic bags or containers (max. size 18” x 18” - no trash bags) 

e WATER & SOFT DRINKS -plastic bottles only (sealed, clear and unopened) 

e PURSES, BUT NONE LARGER THAN 12” IN ANY DIMENSION (subject to search) 

e BABY/DIAPER BAGS - only if accompanied by a child (subject to search) 

e SMALL CAMERAS — none equipped with detachable lenses or lenses of 6” or more ** 

° BINOCULARS 

e SUNSCREEN (non-glass containers only) 

e SMALL PERSONAL MUSIC SYSTEMS, RADIOS & TELEVISIONS** (No boom boxes) 
e CELLULAR PHONES, SMARTPHONES & TABLETS** 

e SEAT CUSHIONS SMALLER THAN 15”x 15” — no metal arms and/or backs, zippers, pockets or flaps 
e STROLLERS (ONLY if carrying a child) 

e CHAIRS (Gate 3 ONLY) 

* BLANKETS & TARPAULINS (Gates 1 & 3 ONLY)
